The  film  opens  as  a  documen¬ 
tary  about  a  tribe  of  peaceful  Bushmen  living  in 
the  Kalahari  Desert.  When  a  careless  pilot  drops  an 
empty  Coke  bottle  in  their  midst,  the  Bushmen  assume 
it  is  a  gift  from  the  gods.  The  bottle  soon  becomes  a 
source  of  conflict  and  envy,  and  the  tribe’s  leader  travels 
to  “civilization”  to  return  it.  A  delightful  film  about  a 
clash  of  cultures  that  will  enchant  everyone!
